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Do  J qualify? 

If  you’re  a senior  or  citizen  with  disabilities  who 
can  get  a Circuit  Breaker  grant,  you  can  also  get 
a 50  percent  discount  on  license  plates. 

This  price  break  on  license  plates  is  available  to 
you  if  you: 

• are  65  or  older,  or  at  least  1 6 years  old  and 
totally  disabled  and 

• have  an  annual  household  income  of  less 
than  $14,000  and 

• are  a surviving  spouse  63  years  or  older  of  a 
claimant  who  is  65  years  old  or  more  and 

• are  an  Illinois  resident  when  you  apply. 

How  do  I apply? 

Every  January,  the  Secretary  of  State’s  office 
automatically  mails  out  a registration  fee  dis- 
count card  to  everyone  approved  for  a Circuit 
Breaker  grant  by  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Revenue  the  previous  year. 

Just  fill  out  the  discount  card  and  return  it  with 
your  vehicle’s  registration  form.  You’ll  then  get 
a 50  percent  discount  on  one  set  of  license 
plates. 


On  what  plates  can 
I use  mu  discount? 

The  special  lowered  price  that  you  pay  for  a 
license  plate  can  be  applied  to  a broad  range  of 
plate  categories.  They  are: 

• passenger  car 

• handicapped 

• “B”  truck 

• recreational  vehicle  (8,000  pounds  or  less) 


Normally,  all  registration  fees  are  $48,  but  after 
your  discount,  the  cost  is  only  $24. 


Please  note  that  if  you  have  vanity  license 
plates  (those  with  letters  only),  you  must 
continue  to  pay  the  additional  $10  yearly  fee. 
This  means  that  if  you  get  the  discount  for  your 
vanity  plates,  the  total  cost  is  $34.
